LONDON, July 16.— All tidings from 
the front from Correspondents and 
wounded agree that the British plana 
have been well worked out and exe. 
cuted, There ure no reports of failure 
dne reserves to arrive, which turned 
the battle at Loos from victory into a 
costly stalemate, or of similar  inol- 
dents; nor strategic errors, nor a 
shortage of supplies, which changed 
the Mesopotamian and Gallipoli came 
puigns into tragedies, 

General Sir Douglas Haig and hia 
fellow Scotsman, Sir William Robert- 
son, chief of the*imperial staff; as 
fighting and planning leaders backed 
by the bureau of munitions, appear to 
be a strong combination, while the 
entire organization and the fighting 
qualities of the new army, pitted 
against che oldest and most highly 
organized modern military machine en 
the world, have been exceeding the 
nation's anticipations, 

Upon the workingmen of Grea Btri- 
tain rests the ultimate burden of the 
war, for all public speakers and 
newspapers lay stress on the need of 
an unlimited supply of ammunition. 
The cost in life of the British attack 
cannot yet be estimated, The officers 
casualty list Issued last night names 
113 killed, 19 dead of wounds, 156 
wounded, 18 missing and belleved 
killed and 61 wounded and missing. 
Three-fourths of the officers listed are 
second lieutenants and their average 
age is 22 years.

DECLARATION OF 
LONDON FAILED 
IN MODERN WAR 


British Government Explains to 
Neutrals Why Rules of War 
Were Abrogated 


London, July 15—The British foreign 
cffice nddressed a note to neutral gov- 
ernments today explaining the reasons 
which prompted the abandonment of 
the Declaration of London, The de- 
claration was abrovated by an order- 
in-eouneil, published on July 8 and «a 
similar decree was issued in Paris on 
the same day, 

The | nt British note explains 
that the allies adopted the Declara 
of London at the sinning of war, 
because in the anxiety to conform wo 
international law they believed the de- 
claration provided a suitable digest of 
principles and a compendium of work- 
ioe rules, 

“These rules,” says the note, “did not 
necessarily possess the force of law, 
Lut seemed in their main lines, to pre 
sent a statement of rights and duties 
of belligerents based on experience in 
previous navel wars But, as the strug- 
gle proceeded, it developed beyond all 
Previous conceptions, owing to the 
nwanifola scientific: improvements in 
Wariare, and produced conditions alto- 
gether different to previous naval 
wars, t then beenme clear that the at- 
tempt made in times of peace by the 
Declaration of London to determine 
the principles of law and their appli- 
ention, failed to produce a satisfactory 
r It. 
1e allied governments, forced to 
recognize the situation thus created, 
therefore decided they must confine 
themeelves simply to applying the his- 
SoG and admited rules of the law of 
nations.”
